^Brandt indicated that Chancellor Adenauer had 
endOTsed this idea and that of a plebiscite. The 
plebiscite would give West Berliners an opportunity 
to endorse continued Allied presence in the city and 
to confirm existing links with West Germany^ 

^Adenauer apparently still opposes Brandt’s sug- 
gestron that the ’’human problem” of divided Germany 
and Berlin be brough t officially before the UN Human

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Communist China ; At this year’s National Day 
celebrations Peiping sounded a somewhat more con- 
fident note than it did a year ago. 

Speeches by regime leaders and major press 
articles attempted to convey the impression that the 
economic decline of the past three years has reached 
its nadir. Peiping did not, however, profess opti- 
mism about a sharp economic upturn. On the con- 
trary, it cautioned about the ’’extremely arduous” 
tasks ahead. 

Continuing concern over the regime’s popular 
support was indicated in a 1 October People’s Dally 
editorial which admitted that a ’’sharp struggle” has 
been under way against ’’rightist” elements who have 
sought to take advantage of economic difficulties. 

The National Day celebrations afforded Peiping 
the occasion for another display of its opposition to a 
Moscow- Belgrade rapprochement. The Yugoslav 
chargd walked off the leaders’ rostrum in the course 
of a n attack on Tito by Chinese Foreign Minister Chen 
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Laos : ^he Pathet Lao, having failed to "mop 
up" right-wing Meo guerrilla units in northern and 
central Laos, apparently hopes to compel these 
forces to disband by choking off their supplies^ 

fphoumi Vongvichit, Pathet Lao minister of in- 
forin^tion in the coalition cabinet, has insisted that 
US-chartered air swply flights to the Meos must 
cease by 7 October/S
